Reference to Double Books.

Shortly after I got 
the job I discovered that all entries 
of the company’s business were not 
going through my books and I spoke 
to Epstein about it. He told me to 
keep quiet. 

“In the latter part of last Septem- 
ber I decided, for my own protec- 
tion, to photograph the pages of a 
book that was being kept by Ep- 
stein.

I would have its meni- 
bers elected by districts in the State, 
rather than appointed at large Sy 
the Governor.

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HOME-MAKING 
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“Everything About the House Helps to Make |

HERE is a spirit of economy 
which says, “We can’t afford,” 
and a wisdom that says, “We 
must afford” the tools necessary to 
the well-doing of our culinary work. 
Doing without the things we need to 
produce the best resuits is a sin that 
many housewives are continually 
committing in the name of economy. 

Now, there are two kinds of buy- 
ing. One ts that of cluttering use- 
less utensils and the other of uten- 
sils needed to do the work credit- 
ably. The right utensil ts always a 
laber-saver, which is another point 
to consider. A place for everything 
—to which it should be returned 
after using and cleaning properiy— 
insures the longevity of the utensil. 
Expense should not stand itn the way 
of supplying actual needs that aid in 
lightening labor. 

The outiay for a larding needie 
and a box of graduated steel skew- 
ers is small, but few housewtves get 
them. They depend on the butcher 


for his poor skewers, instead of hav- 
ing just what they need at the time 
it is needed. The needle ts not used 


as much as it should be in the Amer- 
ican kitchen. Beef larded with ba- 
con, macaroni, herbs, sausage meat 
oer other savories adds laurels to the 
cook's ability. 

A pastry bag with two or three 
tubes costs littie, and it ts useful in 
decorating with whipped cream, 
frosting, mashed vegetables or eggs 
over pianked or broiled foods. The 
bags are easily washed, dried and 
foided away until required again. 

If the family like omelettes, invest 
tn a folding pan. It saves lots of 
bother and turns cut a perfect prod- 
uct. Of course, a frying pan may be 
made to answer, but tf other things 
have been cooked in it, {t Is apt to be 
sticky and to burn before the eggs 
are set. If the cook is not expert in 
turning or folding the omelette it is 
apt to look uninviting, and the eggs 
will not be cooked on top unless put 
under the broiler. This is fatal toe 
the appearance of the omelette gen- 
erally. With the proper pan all this 
is avoided. 

Another kitchen necessity which is 
often overlooked is a medium-sized 
ham boiler. This convenience. is 
good not only for ham, tongue and
